Tisis motion 
and the vote thereon have become memorable in 
history from the fact that it was the first instance 
in which an efurt was made in Congress prior to 
the adoption of the Constitution to recognize dis- 
tinctions among the people on account of color.—

who signed it would be flagrantly against the prin- | 
ciples which they asserted.

I 
have the biography of each of the fiity seven 
signers of the Declaration of Independence before 
me. | have the writings of Jefferson, of Adams 
and of Franklin before me;in none of them do | 
find an intimation that either of them, at the time 
of signing the Declaration, or at any subsequent 
period, ever expressed a doubt as to the ryht of | 
every human being to bis life, his liberty and hap 
piness. Many of those illustrious meu lived thir- 
ty, some forty, and others fifty years after they 
signed that immortal instrament, Sut no man dur- 
ing their lives, ever charged them or either of them 
with expressing “‘principles to which they were 
fl] igrantly opposed a 

Lhave been thas minute in referring to histor- 
ieal facts touching the Declaration of Independ-| 
ence furon those facts you and I agree that the 
character of our government depends: buat the 
subsequent history gives still stronger illustration 
of your error, 

By the commencement of the war and the Dee- 
laration of Independ: nee the tories were compell- 
ed to separate from the patriots of that day. Th 'y 
believed that those who had) purchased men and 
women from piratic il slave merchants, actually 
obtained an interest in the souls and bodies of 
their victims. that they had acquired aright to 
Reourge, hold them in bondage and bratalize them 
That the slave actaally owed obedience to his mas- 
ter, and onthe same principle they insisted that 
the Colonies owed allegiance to England; but 
they were regarded as enemies of their country 
and of mankind. They were siezed, imprisoned, 
scoured and hanged as unworthy of human asso 
elation. Many individuals 8) mpathized with the 
Tories in their denial of the equal rights of all 
men to liberty, while they acted with the patriots 
in behalf of Independence asa matter of policy. 
These men Were most numervus in the Southern 
States, and after the adoption of the Constitution | 
they became a majority and controlled the State 
Governments ; yet most of the States moved for- 
Ward for atime apparently intending to carry out 
in good faith the principles asserted in’ the Decla- 
ration of Indepcndence. Even South Carolina in 
her first Constiution, adopted in 1776, not only re- 
cognized the right of allmen to life, liberty and 

‘pp:ness, but she added to their natural rights 
that of suffrage and holding office, to the free 
dlack as well as to the free white man 
_Such too was the case with every State of the 
Union; and itis among the most extraordinary 
Circumstances attending your decision, that you, 
Scould have overlooked the c.n-t tution, the stat- 
utes, the records uf your own native State. On 
the Lith of August, 1774, being only forty days 
after the signing of the Declaration of Indenend- 
free, the State of Maryland adopted her first Con- 
Sitution, In her bill of rights she explisitly de- 
clared ‘governments to be constisuted for the good 
of the whole people: That the inhabitants of Ma- 
ryland are entitled to the English Common Law 
and trial by Jury: That erery man having prop- 
erty ought to have the right of suffrage: That al!

The free black men of those States entered the 
army and served with such honor that on the 10h 
of August 1781, Gen. Greene writing from South 
Carolina said, “There isa great spirit of enter- 


prise among the black people, and those that come | 
as volunteers are not @ little formidable to the |"® 


enemy. ‘hereare also some particlar corps under 
Sumpter, Marion and Clark, that are bold and 
daring ; the rest of the militia are better calca- 
luted to destroy provisions than to oppese ap 


'enemy.” 


At the close of the war, the right of the free 
blacks to citizenship was admitted in every State 
of the Union, and in all but South Carolina they 
were admitted to the right of suffrage. The only 
absorbing question in the Southern States was 
whether in their seperate organizations they 
would emancipate their slaves. as pledged by the 
Declaration of Independence. Feelling deeply the 
dishonor whieh would be brought apon the nation 
by « failure of the States to redeem their svlemn 
piedge, Congress issued an address to the people 
vn the 23d of April, 1783. It was drawn up bya 
committee composed of dames Madison, Oliver 
Ellsworth and Alexander Hami'ton, and adopted 
hy a unanimous vote of Congress. Their lan- 
guage to the people, to posterity, to statesmen and 
jurists, to you and me, was to ‘Let it bo remem- 
bered, that it has ever been the pride and boast of 
America that the rights for which she contended 
were the rivkts of human nature, * * If jus- 
tice, good faith, honor, gratitude, and all the other 
good qualities which enoble the character of a na- 
tion, be the fruits of our (State) establishments, 
the cause of Liberty will acquive a new dignity 
and lustre which it has never yet enjoyed,and anex 
imple will be set which cannot but have the most 


favorable effect on the rights of mankind.” These 
men had participated in the revolution: They 
knew that they had contended for the “rights of 


haman nature.” They knew they had not in- 
tended to exclude the African race fron: the bene- 
its of that revolution. 


The war being over, the influence of our sages} 


was exerted to induce the people of the States to 
carry out the work of emancipation. For this 
purpose Washington and Jefferson and Franklin 
and Patrick HUenry and Iiamilton and Jay and 
most of the distinguished men of that day employ- 
ed their pens. 

In 1784 Mr. Jefferson, to carry forward the doc- 
trines avowed in 1776, introduced his proposition 
into Congress to consecrate forever all the territo- 


ry then owned by the United States and such as 
ishould thereafter, be acquired to literty. | 


In 1785 Mr. King of Massachasetts, actnated 
by the same desire, proposed the immediate and 
total prohibition of Slavery in our Western terri- 
toriteries. Virginia with the two Carolinas votod 


ayainst the proposition, and thus gave clear indi- | 


vations of their intended apostacy to the doctrine 
of 1776. But in 1787 the ordinance. for the gov- 
erament of our Northwestern territcries was 
adopted, forever prohibiticg slavery therein. 
Before the assembling of the Conventivn to 
frame the Constiiution, 
prohibited the descendants of slaves from voting 
in that State, but in novespect did any State in- 
timate an intention to take from the colored peo- 
their rightsas free citizens, If any other State 
than South Carolina and Delaware Gad even de- 
prived them of the right of suffrage, I have been 
unable to ascertain the fact: But I assert that 
when the Constitution was framed and when it 
was adopted, the laws of every State, the courts 
of every State inthe Union regarded free blacks 
as free citizens, entitled tothe same protection 
of life, liberty and property as free white citizens.
